Columbia, Ky., Oct 27 —Never in 
the blatory ot Kentucky did a candi- 
date for Governor make a more trium- 
phal entry Into Columbia than did 
Col. Morrla Belknap Tueaday.

Charged with one of the most hlen- 
oua crimes in the calendar, Bali 11 Dar- 
rell ia a prisoner in the Davieas coun- 
ty jail. He was arreated at 5 o'clock 
Tuesday evening while at work on a 
farm near Derby, Ind. 

CAPTURE OP DARRELL. 

A few days ago Sheriff Keown re- 
ceived word from Derby, Ind., to the 
effect that Darrell waa working on a 
farm alx miles back ol that place un- 
der the name of Phillips. Sheriff 
Keown and his deputy, Joe Roberta, 
at ooce went to Owensboro and se- 
cured the service of Sheriff Short. 
They left lor Stephensport on Tues- 
day morning. They crossed the river 
there to Derby and engaged a team 
to take them to the iarm. The offi- 
cers say the country is nothing bat 
steep hills and thickly timbered land. 
At the edge of the timber was the 
Iarm where It was said Darrell waa 
working. As they emerged from the 
anderbrnah they saw two men plow- 
ing In a field. Roberts walked down 
to one of the men and told him he 
waa looking for telephone poles, at 
the same time getting nearer to the 
other man in the field, who waa Es- 
tlll Darrell. Short and Keown re- 
mained near the wooda. Darrell saw 
the two officers and called to his com- 
panion In the field to find out who 
they were He stopped plowing to 
poke a fire which was burning la the 
field, and Roberts then walked np to 
him and said: | 

l "Hello, Bstill; what are you doing 
heref" I 

Unconsciously Darrell allowed the 
officer to take hold ol his haul. 

"Joe Roberts, what In the h — 1 are 1 
yon doing here?” replied Darrell. At 
the same time the captured man made | 
an effort to reach to the ground for a 1 
heavy iron spike. Roberta put his 
foot on the spike and held Darrell un- | 
til Short and Keown arrived. The 1 
man saw he was overpowered and 
begged the officers not to handcuff 1 
him. Ke said he would offer no re- 
sistance. Darrell waa put in a wagon ( 
and taken back to Derby. He con- 
sented to return to Kentucky without j 
requisition papers. They crossed the 1 
river to Stephensport at midnight 
and spent the remainder ol the night 1 
there. 

DAKRELL'S CRIME. I 

The crime for which Darrell must 
stand trial ia the alleged betrayal of 1 
Lillie Darrell Thornsberry, bis niece. ( 
Only a lew days since the woman 
gave birth to a child, but it was born * 
dead. She charged that her uncle, 
Bstill Darrell, accomplished her ruin ’ 
and the warrant for his arrest eras 
sworn out by Bdward Darrell, the 
father of the girl and a brother of the 
prisoner. 

Connected with this case Is the 
tragic death of Tom Thonsberry. On , 
September 5 Tbornsbeny committed ( 
suicide by drowning in the Ohio riv- 
er In the presence ol aeveral witneesa 
es. A lew days before his death he ( 
was tricked into marrying Lillie Dar- > 
rell, it being alleged at the time that 
he was the author ol her ruin. 

L«ter, however, the girl confessed 
all to her lather and feeling keenly I 
the disgrace Thornsberry destroyed , 
his life. 

Alter the crime had become gener- 
ally know and all trace ol the accused 
was lost, the Governor was appealed 
to and he offered a reward of $150 for ( 
the arrest of the fugitive. This was 
supplemented by a reward of $100 ol- 1 
tered by the brothers of Thornsberry. 
The attesting officers will, therefore, 
divide rewards, aggregating $350 for 
the capture ol the prisoner.

Although on moat farms the hogs 
are pushed forward after the fall Is 
nearly over, says the practical farmer, 
they are not always put up In a con- 
dition in which to lacillUte the lat- 
tenlng operation, the true way to nse 
corn is to ‘‘finish off 1 ’ with it thereby 
hardening the fat. To really latten 
a hog he should be ted In such a man- 
ner, previous to being penned, as to 
force growth. First build up the 
frame for the reception of the meat 
that may be laid upon it, and to do so 
iced such food as will not only 
forward growth bnt keep the ani- 
mal in a condition that will entail 
but lttle expense when the time ar- 
rives for getting him iat. And to do 
this in the most economical manner, 
pumpkins, beets, turnips, carrots, 
winter squashes and parsnips, togeth- 
er with finely cut clover hay, imy 
be fed with good results, ft will not 
do, however, to feed such substances 
In a wastefnl manner. A caldron or 
steamer should be roots and a warm 
feed should be given early In the morn- 
ing, the mass first thickened with 
one part bran and two parts ground 
oats. At noon a feed composed solely 
of chopped roots, raw but not too cold 
will be sufficient. At night they 
should receive a slop, slightly warm 
composed of ground oata, one part, 
and corn, with a little bran to some- 
what thicken slop. Snch food will 
not only , keep the hogs In good 
health, but will be the cheapest diet 
at this reason that cad be allowed, as 
It will rapidly pusli them forward while 
the weather is not severe. The bogs 
will become very fat, and should not be 
fed corn in large quantities only for 
two weeks before being slaughtered. 
It should not be overlooked that the 
sweetest and tendereat meat la always 
produced when the process of fatten- 
ing ia done qnlckly, and If this U fol- 
lowed but little exercises need be al- 
lowed the hogs. Exercise always

er the meat. While it may, no 
doubt, be advisable to permit 
of some exercise, lor the sake 
of kcepiag the animals in health 
yet the hogs that quietly eat their 
lood and take their rest will always 
fatten readily. Nor should hogs be 
surfeited with food. They should be 
so led as ro receive it at tegular hours 
and la such quantity that they will 
eat it up clean, but no more. In Octo- 
ber or November they can be better 
managed than latter in the season, as 
the quarters can then be more easily 
cleaned. It does not pay to keep a 
hog during winter. It should be 
slaughtered os soon as the weather Is 
cold enough, lor the food is partially 
wasted during the winter months in 
providing heat. . This It avoided in 
the fall seasons and the hogs should 
be made fat now. When the cold 
season sets in let them be quickly fin- 
ished on corn and then slaughtered 
as soon as possible. 1

the State. But the Democrats bad a 
tax rate of 52# cents in 1885, and 
every cent of it was use to pay the 
running expenses ol the State.

Although on moat farms the hogs 
are pushed forward after the fall Is 
nearly over, says the practical farmer, 
they are not always put up In a con- 
dition In which to facilitate the fat- 
tening operation, the true way to nse 
corn is to "finish off’ with it thereby 
.hardening the fat. To really latten 
a hog he should be led in such a man- 
ner, previous to being penned, as to 
force growth. First build up the 
frame for the reception of the meat 
that may be laid upon it, and to do so 
feed such food as will not only 
forward growth but keep the ani- 
mal In a condition that will entail 
but lttle expense when the time ar- 
rives for getting him tat. And to do 
this In the moat economical manner, 
pumpkins, beets, turnips, carrots, 
winter squashes and parsnips, togeth- 
er with finely cut clover hay, m *y 
be fed with good results. It will not 
do, however, to feed such substances 
In a wasteful manner. A caldron or 
steamer should be roots and a warm 
feed should be given early in the morn- 
ing, the masa first thickened with 
one part bran and two parts ground 
oats. At noon a feed composed solely 
of chopped roots, raw but not too cold 
will be sufficient. At night they 
should receive a slop, slightly warm 
composed of ground oats, one part, 
and corn, with a little bran to some- 
what thicken alop. Such iood will 1 
not only , keep the hogs In good 
health, but will be the cheapest diet 
st this reason that cad be allowed, as 
It will rapidly push them forward while 
the weather Is not severe. The hogs 
will become very fat, and should not be 
ted corn in large quantities only for 
two weeks before being slaughtered. 
It should not be overlooked that the 
sweetest and tenderest meat la always 
produced when the process of fatten- 
ing Is done qalckly, and if this la fol- 
lowed but little exercises need be al- 
lowed the hogs. Exercise always 
hardens the muscles, and the hog is 
no exception to the rale; consequent- 
ly, the more exercise taken, the tough- 
er the meat. While it may, no 
donbt, be advisable to permit 
of some exercise, for the sake 
of keeping the animals in health 
yet the hogs that quietly eat their 
Iood and take their rest will always 
fatten readily. Nor should hogs be 
surfeited with food. They should be 
so led as ro receive it at regular hours 
and in anch quantity that they will 
eat it up clean, but no more. In Octo- 
ber or November they can be better 
managed than latter in the season, as 
the quaiters can then be more easily 
cleaned. It does not pay to keep a 
hog during winter. It should be 
slaughtered as soon as the weather la 
cold enough, lor the Iood Is partially 
wasted during the winter months In 
providing heat. . Thla la avoided in 
the fall seasons and the hogs should 
be made fat now. When the cold 
season sets in let them be quickly fin- 
ished on corn and then slaughtered 
as soon as possible.
